Don t take a person out in a boat or canoe un- 
less he can swim. 

Don't let your ehiUlren go bathing unless they 
are aeemii|)aini'd by a good swimtner. 

Don't let ehildren untler twelve years of age go 
bathing more than three times a week, and never 
let thorn stay in the water over an hour.

It is also a 
port capable of strong defense, 
it.s forts being thoroughly modern 
and W i ll |>!aeed on ilir semi eireii 
lar lieiglils that snrroiinil the city. 
Its harbor, the linest on the south- 
western coast of the Adriatic, and 
one of the best possessed by Italy, 

Ilus been the object of eosl.iy eii 
gilu-eriiig iiiiprovemeiit fiimi tln' 
days of (lrei-i;iii settleinenl down 
to the pi%pent day. The harbor 
basin is an oval about half mi mile 
in diaiiii'lei'.

The ordinar.N' truck farniei" will 
])i'ohaldy confuse thi' lae*' liu^' 
with other jiests and attriliiile the 
damage douo by it lu aphides or 
plant-liee. The eggplant lace-bug, 
however, can he readily (listin- 
gnislicd liy its prominent laeedike 
liood extending haek ol the head 
and by the luuc-iikc appearance of 
its wings. It is usually grayish 
tit li^'ht brown, ami about :Mti 
of an ini'h in length. 

It atlaeks the egjfplant by lay- 
ing its eggs ou the under side of 
the leaves, where they hatch. Ah 
soon aa the yonnf,' enier}?e from 
the eggs they proceed to feed up- 
on the sap of the leaves which he- 
come yellow und dry. The pests 
then migrate from leaf to leaf 
nntil I hey have liecoim' adults, 
when lhe\ pi'oceed to lay eggs on 
other plants. There is a jiossibil 
ity ot sevural generations in a 
season. 

In in veslii^ating the best un'th 
ods of I'ont roll iinr these pests it 
has lieeii I'oiiiiil that .t spiMv con 
sistiug of eight pounds of tlsh-ujl 
■oap to fifty gallons of water kill' 
ed all of the nymphs and about 95 
per cent of the adults. No affeot 
upon the aduUi was produced by 
a ipray weaker thau six pounds 
foap to fifty galloiis of watef.
